The total number of Civil institutions was 4,716, as. 
against 5,580 of the previous year; thus showing a decrease 
of 864 or 15 per cent. The total number of Criminal insti- 
tutions was 5,788, as against 5,906 of the last year ; thus 
showing a decrease of 118 or 1 per cent. The total number 
of cases instituted was 10,504 as against 11,486 in the pre- 
vious year. The decrease in the institutions is mainly due 
to the abolition of the Original side in the High Court. 

Disposals : — 


The total number of Civil cases disposed of was 5,853, 
as against 5,109 of the previous year ; thus showing an in- 
crease of 744 or 13 per cent. The total number of Criminal 
cases disposed of was 5,763 as against 5,486 of the last year, 
thus showing an increase of 277 or 5 per cent. The total 
number of Civil and Criminal cases disposed of was 11,616, 
as against 10,595 of the previous year, thus showing an in- 
crease of 8 per cent. 

71 per cent of the judgments of the lower Courts in the 
Regular Civil Appeals were confirmed by the High Court 
and 19 per cent of appeals were allowed and 10 per cent of 
appeals were transferred, in some of which a compromise 
was arrived at between the parties. The average of such 
appeals during the previous year was 30 and 70 per cent 
respectively under the first two items. 

In criminal appeals, 54 per cent of the judgments of the 
lower courts were confirmed, 36 per cent reversed ; 6 per 
cent modified and 4 per cent remanded for further enquiry. 
During the preceding- year, the averages of these were 40, 
32, 17 and H per cent respectively. 

Duration : — 

The average duration of Civil Regular Appeals and 
Miscellaneous was 505 days, as against 328 days for the last 
year, thus showing an increase of 177 days. The average 
duration of Criminal Appeals was 100 days, as against 91 
days for the last year, thus showing an increase of 9 days. 
This increase in duration was specially due to the disposal 
of old cases.

7. Execution Proceedings 

During the year under review, the number of fresh exe- 
cution petitions filed was 13,300, while in the previous year 
it was 14,392. Including the arrears, the total number for 
disposal came to 21,105. Out of these, 13,447 petitions 
were decided. In 6,286 petitions satisfaction was obtained 
in full or in part. 



In the preceding year, the number of petitions decided 
was 14,730 and this year 13,447 cases were decided, thus 
showing a decrease of 1,283 or 9 per cent. In the previous 
year, satisfaction was obtained in 7,040 cases, as against 
6,286 of this year, thus showing a decrease of 754 or 12 
per cent. 

The number of judgment-debtors arrested was 59, as 
against 63 in the previous year. The number of civil pri- 
sioners was 16, as against 16 in the preceding year. In 
money-suits and execution petitions, the total amount re- 
alized was Rs. 34,49,191, as against Rs. 18,62,463 in the 
preceding year, i. e., Rs. 15,86,728 or 46 per cent more were 
recovered towards decree-amounts. 

8. Insolvency Proceedings 

During the year under report, 116 Insolvency appli- 
cations were for disposal ; of these 66 were decided after 
hearing, while in the preceding year 39 out of 81 cases were 
decided after hearing.

The above statement will show that 2,04,282 persons 
were implicated during the year under review before various 
courts, out of which the cases against 1,76,504 persons were 
decided by the end of the year and the cases against 27,778 
persons remained pending at the end of the year. 

The number of persons involved in Criminal procee- 
dings whose cases were disposed of due to absence of the 
complainant, compounding, transfer, death, or absconding 
of the accused was 41,665, and if this number is deducted 
from the total disposal, the number of persons whose cases 
was actually decided comes up to 1,34,839.

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13. Cases under Workmen's Breach of Contract Act 
(Prescribed Criminal Statement No. 2) 

During the year under review, there were 11 eases t 
under the Workmen’s Breach of Contract Act, in which 15 
persons were implicated. Of these, 6 were discharged. The 
cases against 9 persons remained pending at the end of the 
year. During the previous year, the number of such cases 
was 2. 22 persons were implicated. Of whom, 21 persons 

were discharged. 

11. Appeals on behalf of Government 

During the year under review, the number of Appeals 
preferred on behalf of the Government in the High Court 
from the orders of acquittal in criminal cases was 61, which 
with the arrears of the previous year came to 108. Of 
these, 41 appeals were disposed of and 67 remained pending 
at the end of the year. The average percentage of appeals 
allowed was (14). In the previous year, out of 56 appeals 
including the arrears, of the preceding year 9 were disposed 
of and the average percentage of the appeals allowed 
was 11. 


15, Honorary Magistrates 

During the year under review, only one Honorary Magis- 
trate functioned and he disposed of 182 criminal cases, while 
the number of such magistrates in the previous year was 
2, and they had disposed of 21,162 criminal cases. 

16. Special Judges 

The Special Sessions Court at Trimulgherry was abo- 
lished before the end of the year, as the cases were with- 
drawn. 

Special District and Sessions Court was set up at Kop- 
pal on 27th September, 1951, for a period of six months 
only. It continued till the end of March, 1952. 

632 cases were instituted and disposed of during the 
period of six months.
